Natives in their huts far distant from the hum of modern civilization will 
stare in wonder this Monday as four men and motorcycles, assisted by a mot- 
hering airplane, will attempt to ride the trackless length of Baja California. 

Although the recent time of 39 hours and 58 minutes set by the Ekins 
Mulder Triumph team stands as the all-time record for the ride, no official 
record has been authorized by the American Motorcycle Association until now. 
The team will be observed by temporary referee Jean Carter of Dist. 37. 

Coesponsors Jack Baldwin and Bob Ewing, of Santa Monica and Mission 
Hills respectively, have selected two teams to consist of Ted Toupin, Oscar 
Thompson, Curt Gibson and Ewing. Toupin was the 1964 Canadian National 
Champion scrambler, so his team has an international flavor. Toupin and Thom- 
pson will ride BSA Victor motorcycles and Gibson and Ewing will pilot two 
A65 BSA Hornets. They plan to make it in 36 hours. 

The sanction covers both teams and individual records, so next week we 
may have two new records to report. (For additional comment see Cooley's 
Column on Page 4.)

WHEELS

In recent months every motorcycling 
publication (this one included) has fea- 
tured editorials on the passing of law hy 
various states requiring the mandatory 
wearing of helmets by motorcyclists and 
their passengers. 

The general consensus of these edi- 
torials is that while everyone knows 
that helmets do save lives, the wearing 
of a helmet is strictly an individual 
matter. In other words, if you want to 
take chances with your own life, so long 
as no one else is affected, you should 
have that right. 

Time Magazine recently ran a scorch- 
ing article on *murder-cycles" with one 
optimistic note: medical statistics have 
proven that helmets would eliminate 
seventy per cent of all motorcycling 
fatalities! 

In these times, when many of our in- 
dividual freedoms are being taken away, 
I can well understand the attitudes of 
the magazines and many motorcyclists to 
attempt to protect the individual's 
choice regarding his own protection. 
However, this is a very complex issue, 
and I feel that several aspects of this 
problem may not have been brought to 
light.

Just last week, I was riding with a 
friend and his wife, and since neither of 
them wore helmets, I mentioned my feel- 
ings on the matter to both of them. She 
told me that they both had helmets at 
home, but hardly ever wore them. *I wish 
there was a law forcing every one to 
wear one, then I wouldn't feel so silly 
putting it on." 

I wonder how many others have this 
herd attitude toward their own safety. 
Perhaps there should be times when 
laws should be passed to protect us 
from ourselves. 

Although there is considerable con- 
troversy surrounding its effectiveness, 
narcotics laws attempt to serve this end. 
If heroin were legal, it would no longer 
be controlled by the underworld. You 
could buy this form of individual suicide 
on the open market. However, we do 
have laws curtailing our freedom to be- 
come addicts, even though no other 
persons may be harmed by this. Of 
course, indirectly, others are affected. 
The family of a junkie is placed in peril; 
but, then again, the widow of a bare 
headed motorcyclist is also an innocent 
victim of our attempts to protect indivi- 
dual freedoms.

Every motorcycling fatality and in- 
jury does affect many more people than 
the rider and his family. Every time 
there is a death, it makes the headlines. 
This, in turn, hurts us in the eyes of the 
general public. I wonder how many par- 
ents refuse to let their teen-agers buy 
motorcycles simply because of the rash 
of unnecessary injuries and deaths? 

I imagine our image is as much dam- 
aged by these headlines as it is by 
outlaw motorcycle groups.

I just received a renewal notice for 
my motorcycle insurance. Not only was 
the rate considerably higher this year, 
but there was a note that the insurance 
carrier no longer offered medical cover- 
age. 

Don’t try to tell me that I’m not now 
being affected by the fact that most 
riders do not wear helmets! This decision 
on the part of the insurance company is 
a direct result of the tremendous number 
of injuries, some of which might have 
been prevented had all riders been re- 
quired to wear a helmet. 

On every race track helmets are re- 
quired. There is no difference in “indi- 
vidual rights” on a track as opposed to 


You'll 
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a public road. The rules are simple: 
wear a helmet, or don’t take part. We 
have the same basic choice as motor- 
cyclists. Perhaps those “daredevils” on 
the race track are displaying a lot more 
common sense through legilsation or 
rules when it comes to taking chances 
with their own lives, than we road 
riders do. : 

I feel that the prospective motorcycle 
helmet legislation will probably become 
law. I may represent an unpopular view, 
but I feel that the sooner it does, the 
better for all of us.

There is one other factor regarding 
the wearing of a helmet that should be 
brought out. Since all motorcycle police- 
men now wear helmets, it has become 
established through various court cases 
that if you do not wear a helmet, you 
are not showing any regard for your own 
safety or well-being. 

Therefore, if you are involved in an 
accident which might not even be your 
fault, you will have a difficult time col- 
lecting damages since you have evi- 
denced a disregard for your own safety. 
This in itsélf should give one sufficient 
cause to think twice before they ever 
venture out on a road without wearing a 
helmet.

While mulling this whole problem, an 
idea occurred to me. I have recently 
noticed that crash helmets are now re- 
ferred to as safety helmets by all of the 
manufacturers. I feel that while on the 
surface, this might be someone's idea 
of good public relations, it is in reality 
a giant step backwards when it comes to 
the actual acceptance of helmets by the 
average motorcyclist. 

Detroit has found that safety doesn’t 
sell. More cars are sold by exciting 
horsepower and performance claims than 
by bragging about a padded dash. (The 
big safety pitch that auto manufacturers 
are using this year is the direct result 
of government pressures.) 

With motorcyclists, this situation is 
even more prevalent. Bikes are sold by 
a glamour or speed appeal (as opposed 
to safety or economy), so why not try 
the same approach with the merchandis- 
ing of helmets. 

Calling a helmet a "safety helmet" 
only attempts to further reinforce that 
“square” image. Those who resent this 
square identification the most ate prob 
ably the same ones who need the pro- 
tection the most. 

If the helmet manufacturers would go 
for the glamour identification, and call 
their products “racing” or “competition” 
helmets, or perhaps specialize and 
create an Ascot model or a Sammy Tan- 
ner or Bud Ekins model, their products 
would become “in” instead of square. 

When I was a hot-rodding teen-ager, 
we always put safety belts in our cars. 
We did this not so much for the safety 
factor, but because it further enhanced 
the competition image that we fashioned 
for ourselves. 

Of course, if everyone wore helmets, 
we wouldn't need laws requiring their 
use. Perhaps if the sales agencies took 
& more creative or aggressive approach, 
motorcycling would become safer of its 
own accord.

Were it not for good old Harley- 
Davidson up there in Wisconsin, we 
patriotic types wouldn't have a sin- 
gle all American bike to invest our 
pride in. 

One of the intriguing. questions 
in the current phenomenal growth of 
motorcyling is when is another 
brand of American motorcycle going 
to be manufactured? 


I-Gathering the Parts 


I don't mean to hint of some inside 
knowledge that a new American motor 
cycle is somewhere on the horizon. To 
my knowledge there is nothing in sight. 
But-as my old economics professor used 
to say, “given sufficient demand, Ameri- 
can ingenuity will find a way to supply 
most anything.” A number of special 
components, bearing the Made in U.S.A. 
brand, are already available and more 
are on the way. 

For fine tubular frames you could 
select a Yetmanfrom Massachusetts or 
the American Competition Engineering 
(A.C.E.) frame soon to be manufactured 
in San Gabriel, Calif. Both of these 
tubular wonders out-Metisse the best 
foreign jobs available and either one 
would be a good way to start building 
our All-American world beater, 

For wheels we would just about have 
touseimported Akront alloy rims, unless

special at extremely high cost. But good 
spool hubs are available from BN Supply 
in La Mesa, Calif. 

Of course the All-American would 
stop on caliper disc brakes, of which 
several American models, either me- 
chanical or juice-operated, could be 
used. 

Fiberglass seatframes, tanks and 
fairings are already home-grown, as are 
instruments, tires, handlebars, etc. All 
that is lacking in our all-new all-Ameri- 
can motorcycle so far is an engine and 
a gearbox. And therein lies the real 
scarcity of American know-how. 

True, we could bolt in a Harley- 
Davidson sportster unit and be ready to 
wail. But the weight of this powerplant 
alone is almost 250 lbs. That should be 
the maximum weight of the whole ma- 
chine if we are serious about winning 
with it, A couple of McCulloch Kart 
engines? No, that's already been tried 
without really satisfactory results. I am 
afraid our all-American will have to wait 
until some of the inventive geniuses in 
the motorcycle design field get together 
with a good business head and some 
financiers and come up with something 
like the Meyer-Drake of the motorcycle 
world.

MAMA...Mexican- American 
Motorcycle Assn? 


What's this we hear about the AMA 
sanctioning a record run from Tijuana to 
Ensenada? Hasn’t anyone told them 
Mexico is outside the continental United 
States? Since they don’t feel they would 
like to participate in international 
events “because it wouldn’t help the 
sport in any way,” it sure is peculiar 
that they are going to sanction an event 
or record attempt outside of the good 
old USA. It could be that the AMA is 
finally starting to see the light; that 
maybe international competition might 
be the way to go! 

If the AMA goes ahead and sanctions 
this event, we have had an indication 
from a couple of famous brothers in 
California who are internationally kno wn, 
and probably without a doubt the best 
enduro riders in the United States, that 
they would prompüy break whatever 
record set by the AMA, only this time it 
would be under an international sanction 
and would stand as an official interna- 
tional record. In fact, we have heard 
comments that they would give the AMA 
boys a six hour startand still beat them! 
If this race comes off, it ought to be 


quite interesting. If nothing else, it 
should give a shot in the arm to this 
phase of motorcycling. 

We're very happy to hear that Gary 
Nixon went to Japan and won the nation- 
al championship. He ran on Saturday 
before the international event in the 
Japanese National road race, lapping 
everyone except the second place man 
and was about to eat him on a 250cc 
Yamaha. We also understand that this 
was basically a YDS-3 Yamaha. At least 
we know the frame and the brakes were 
stock, so we take our hat off to Mr. 
Nixon; we think he did a fine job and 
we’re glad to see that one American 
rider is getting the opportunity to have 
a taste of international riding, and that 
the international riders can finally see 
that the riders in the USA are not all 
cowboys riding Harley-Davidsons. 


The Rumor Mill 


A story, as yet unconfirmed, goes 
that after Gary had won the Japanese 
national race on Saturday, there was an 
RD56 250cc Yamaha works road racer 
available for the FIM event on Sunday, 
and Gary was asked if he would like to 
ride the machine in the international 
event. We understand he said yes, but 
Mr. Phil Read, the Yamaha team captain 
and last year’s 250cc world’s champion, 
stated he didn’t feel Gary had enough 
experience to ride this elaborate piece 
of equipment. 


We were told Gary was asked if he 
would like to be a member of the Yama- 
ha works team for 1967 and again he 
said yes. When it got down to dollars 
and cents, he promptly inquired “How 
much do you pay Mr. Read?” Told he 
was last year’s champion and they paid 
him 10,000 pounds (approximately 
$28,000 to $30,000 per year), Nixon, 
being the bashful type he is, stated he 
would ride for that amount too. 

We understand the Japanese tumed 
several colors and stated they couldn’t 
possibly pay him this amount of money 
since he was not a champion and only 
champions received this amount. With 
that, we understand Mr. Nixon stated he 
was probably as good as the champion 
and was worth as much money. Needless 
to say, Nixon and the Japanese did not 
come to terms and Gary returned to the 
good old U.S.A. 

I’m sure no one would argue that 
there are probably several road racers 
in the United States as good as Gary 
Nixon. So, if Gary can do this well in 
international competition,so can a hand- 
ful of other good U.S. riders, and I'm 
not merely talking about the ACA riders 
but also the AMA riders. Now, why 
doesn't the AMA join MICUS so some of 
the top deserving riders can begin to 
compete in international racing and the 
United States can take its rightful 
place in world motorcycle competition?

Sunday, October 23, the Sinhers M.C. put on their fourth race of the year, 
a TT scrambles held under conditions other than ideal. Six of their members 
worked on the Bay Mare track all day Saturday to get it in shape for racing. 
Then the wind, flying sand and dust made conditions almost unbearable for 
riders and spectators alike. Several of the 100 small bikes dropped out be- 
cause of the sand blasting wind. 

First small bore machines that decided to do battle with the wind and 
dust were the 50cc amateurs. In this class, Jay Lewis aboard a Yamaha led 
the way home with four Hondas in mad pursuit. Next up was the 100cc ama- 
teur. This time it was Ken Greene on a 90cc Bridgestone who gave the Honda 
boys a rough row to hoe as he blasted passed the checkered flag with four 
Hondas giving chase. 

Due to the lack of entries to fill all classes, some had to be combined, 
and the first of these up was 125, 175, and 200cc expert. Jim Pecorilla riding 
a 175cc Bultaco led the way for Lee Stumpenhaus and Fran Nestor. 

With the action getting faster as the bikes got larger, the track became 
dustier than ever. 250cc classes coming up, the water truck sprinkled the 
track again to hold down the dust, but it did precious little good. By the time 
Larry Shoemaker brought his Greeves in for the win in the 250cc novice class, 
and Warren Culp and Don Northern were through battling it out on a pair of 
250 Hondas in the amateur class with Culp busting the dust home first, no 
one could tell that the track had ever known a drop of water. Wind picked up 
the dust and blew it around 2nd around and had everyone turning their heads 
to keep it out of their eyes. By the end of the day, the water truck had pro- 
bably made more laps than some of the riders. 

Winding it up for the small bikes was John Riggen riding his 200cc Bul- 
taco to a win in the small bike sweepstakes with Ken Greene doing a good 
job of wheeling his 90cc Bridgestone in for second place among larger bikes. 

The 350cc amateur class was first up after the small bike sweepstakes 
with Alex Chizauowssk (?) and Richard Wuwder (??) both mounted on Hondas, 
swapping the lead before Alex managed to hold onto it and lead the way to 
the finish line with four more of Soichiro's finest close behind. 

The water truck was out again Before the 500cc and larger classes had a 
go at the track. This time a mountain had cast its shadow on the first turn to 
keep it from drying and it was very slippery. The first bike into turn one was 
the first bike down in the mud, but many more were to follow asthe turn stayed 
that way for quite some time. 

Clell Alel, Dick Alexander and Chuck Berry made quite a race of the 
500cc amateur class, The lead swapped back and fouríh. but Alel wheeled in 
his BSA for the win after a hard fought battle. Larry Shc-waker mounted on a 
Triumph captured first place in the 650cc novice class and then came back to 
win the last race of the day which was the sweepstakes for the big machines. 

The Sinners did a fine job of handling the race. There was certainly 
nothing they could do about the dust and wind, and | am sure that many 
riders are looking forward to the Sinners' next race,

Tokyo, Japan — Honda Motor Co., 
Ltd. just observed its 18th anniversary. 
In 1948, when Japan was stil in the 
postwar economic chaos, Honda Motor 
Co. was established with a capital of 
only $2,800. Who at that time would 
have imagined that it was to become the 
world's largest motorcycle manufacturer 
in less than two decades! 

It was not by sheer luck or accident 
that Honda has achieved its present 
status and position, At one time after 
the end of the second world war, there 
there as many as 70 companies in Japan 
producing motorcycles, However, because 
of technological changes and stiff com- 
petition only seven remain. Honda with 
its constant and untiring efforts has 
become the world’s largest motorcycle 
manufacturer. 

Today, Honda’s motorcycles account 
for more than 60% of the total of two- 
wheel vehicles produced in and exported 
from Japan, which has by far the largest 
motorcycle industry in the world. 

Honda now has a capitalization of 
$25,250,000 with nearly 10,000 employ- 
ees, produces motorcycles at the rate of 


150,000 per month. In addition, Honda 
products include automobiles, trucks, 
portable power generators, multi-purpose 
engines and agricultural implements. 
They are produced at four ultra-modern 
factories.

About ten miles north of Victor- 
ville in terrain that was considered 
fast toolies, with an occasional two- 
foot rut or road crossing which made 
great picture-taking for the specta- 
tors, the Spoke Benders staged their 
Championship in the desert.

ing that he had to stop each lap to gas 
up as he was using a two-gallon scram- 
bles tank.

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their starting area and pit area and tne 
checks were very well organized, 
which always makes for great racing. 


TRAIL BIKES 


The trail bikes went four laps on a 
separate ten-mile course which was very 
fast. Three-quarters of the course could 
be run in fourth gear. About two miles 
from the smoke bomb there were a series 
of three ditches about 2% feet deep 
which you could not see until you were 
in them doing hand stands on your handle 
bars. If you moved off the course to get 
out of the other riders’ dust, missed the 
safety markings, and were far enough up 
in the running to be riding over your 
head, you were in for some real trouble 
as a lot of riders got off in this spot on 
the first lap in the heavy dust, 

The course also had a short sand 
wash which led to a thirty-foot high, al- 
most straight-up hill in heavy shale 
rock, at the top of which was the first 
check. If that wasn't enough to keep you 
alert, they threw in a ten-foot drop off of 
about 2 degrees less than straight down 
into a sand wash crossing, and this one 
really made you hold your breath, 

Earl Roeseler, #1 on a Zundap, held 
the lead for the first lap until Jack 
Morgan, #13 on a Hodaka, passed him 
three miles out of the gas check. Jack 
seemed to get his kicks out of this 
course, He was telling how he took the 
ten-foot drop off insthird gear by mistake 
and got away with it, Jack held the lead 
for the rest of the race and came in for 
the win, with Earl Roeseler approximate- 
ly two minutes behind him. 

Frank Morgan, #89 on a Hodaka, 
moved up through the pack on each lap 
to take third place. Bob Steffan, #5 on a 
Hodaka, must have had Frank in his 
sights and was really turning the wick 
up, but was unable to catch him and 
settled for a solid fourth. 

All the trail bike riders seemed to 
relish the course, even though it was 
occasionally hair-raising when you hit 
the dips at top speed in the open terrain. 
They also appreciated the fact that the 
Spoke Benders laid out a separate course 
especially designed for the little ones, 
which all added up to another good day's 
racing.
